she was reported as being on the 
road to health. 


John R. Cooke, her brother, now 


head of the brewing company, was 
the person who gave his blood to 
save his sister's life. 
Two and a 


half quarts of blood were pumped 
from the artery in his wrist into the 
vein in Mrs. Welch's arm. 
Beyond 


a weak, faint feeling for several 
days Mr. Cooke has suffered no ill 
effects from this loss of blood. 


Gets Nervous Shock at Fire. 


The operation was performed by 


Dr. John B. Murphy, head surgeon 
at the Mercy hospital. 
Mrs. Welch, 


who is 32 years old and the mother 
of six children, had been in ill health 
since last January, when she suf- 
fered a severe nervous shock as the 
result of fire in which her mother 
was injured at -the North State street 
residence. 


She became anaemic and so weak 


that the blood broke through the 
veins in her arms. She was wasting 
away day by day .and the operation 
was adopted as a last heroic meas- 
ure to save her life. 
It was feared 


that she might die on the way to the 
hospital, so weak had she become. 


Dr. Murphy placed 
'rs. 
Welch 


and her brother side by side on the 
operating table. 
Mr. Cooka is 35 


years old, weighs more than 200 
pounds, and is an unusually strong 
man. 
He was placed under an an- 


aesthetic. 
The artery in his left 


wrist was opened and the opening 
fastened to the artery in the upper 
part of Mrs. Welch's arm. 
For two 


hours and a half they lay on the 
table while the blood -was pumped 
from his body into hers by. heart ac- 
tion.

worker residing at Pittsburc street 
and Hancock avenue, was instantly 
killed at 4 o'clock Tuesday afternoon 
when a large section of tho west wall 
f the new six-story Mariotte building 
n East Main street was carried down 
y a wind storm of almost cyclonic 
jroportions which came up suddenly 
lore than a dozen other men at work 
with Schultz on the top story of the 
building at the time narrowly escaped 
eath beneath the debris of the falling 
vail 
Only one of them waj injured— 


Charles J. Thieme, a brick mason, re- 
;iding at 1121 Liberty street, who was 
gainfully cut about the head. His in- 
urles are not serious. 
Schultz wa, 


34 years of a?e, married, and is sur- | 
•ived by the wife and four young chil- 
dren. 
Towering high above surrounding 


structures, the wall of the building 
had just been completed, :nd the_ina- 
sons were putting on- the finishing 
touches to the sixth story seventeen 
feet above the fifth floor when the 
storm struck the building. 
As the 


wall toppled over under the force of 
the wind the masons were thrown 
across the floor space and all escaped 
njury save Thieme, whoso head was 
cut by a falling brick. The iron work- i 
ers were engaged in riveting some 
trusses when the foreman saw their 
peril and called to them to run for 
their lives. All escaped injury save 
Schultz, who, it 
is 
said, stumbled 


against a trestle and was caught by 
the falling debris just at 
the spot 


which marked the outer edge of the 
huge pile of wreckage on the 
fifth 


floor. His head was 
crushed 
and 


death must have been instantaneous. 


Wild Panic Prevailed. 


" The wildest panic prevailed follow- 
ing the accident, and workmen are 
unable to tell how they 
scrambled 


down the frail ladders to the ground 
floor of the building. It was believed 
for a time. that the seven iron work- 
ers and the hall dozen or more brick 
masons had al: escaped in 
safety. 


Then it developed that Thieme had 
been injured. 
He ran to the street 


with blood streaming from, the cuts ^n 
his face and was given attention at the 
Central engine house. 


A moment later it was discovered 


that Schultz was missing, and a num- 
ber of his fellow workmen, together 
with Lieutenant Lapp rnd Patrolmen 
Dickson, Spillnc- and Terry 
began 


climbing to the sixth story 
of 
the 


building in search 
for 
the missing 


man. 
The unfortunate 
fellow 
was 


found beneath a" pile of debris, his 
body doubled i.p and his head resting 
upon his arms. He was lifeless. The 
remains were taken dow- 
and re- 


moved to the Scheumann & Ulmer un- 
dertaking rooms. 
Schultz had been 


in the employ of Gruber & Bengs for 
several years. 


More than, a hundred feet of the 


west wall of the building had been 
wrecked to the level of the fifth floor. 
The scaffolding was in ruins, the ele- 


ator-shaft had been wrecked and tons 
f debris lying about told of the effect 
! the storm. The larger portion of 
ho brickwork which gave way had 
een laid within the past day or two 
nd was yet "green," and unable to 
'ithstand the force of the wind. How 
ie workmen who were standing on 


; wall when it toppled over escaped 
little less than a miracle. 
Fore- 


nan William Hagerman, who 
was 


landing on the wall watching the ap- 
roaching storm, says that only, a mod- 
rate breeze had been, blowing, but 
hat suddenly a dense'clou1, which he 
ad seen at some distance seemed to 
escend upon them.

I did not have 
a penny to give away until I was 60 
years of age. and now there are hun- 
dreds of channels through which it 
can be disposed of. I have my chil- 
dren, who can assume the wealth I 
have, and an inheritance tax is uncall- 
ed for. The wealthy men of the coun- 
try have been giving a certain class 
of people a great deal of worry, it 
seems, but if that class had the money 
it would only be a short time until 
everything would be back again in the 
same places. It is. the survival of the 
fittest.

Idaho, but the forests of the entire 
country are being rapidly eaten out 
bv the lumber compani'S. It seems 
that it is impossible to make the sup- 
ply equal the demand, and during the 
comine year there will be a big short- 
age 
Although there has been plenty 


or rain in all parts of the country, the 
various waterways that we must use 
have not received one drop of rain."

Democrats First in Field. 


Through the Seqnoyah 
movemen 


the democrats' had perfected an organ 
Ization which was prepared for husi 
ness as soon as statehood jointly be 
came a possibility, and by quick actior- 
and a strong campaign the democrat 
were enabled to win a large majorit; 
of the delegates elected under the ac 
of-congress to the convention whic> 
drafted the constitution 
which wa 


voted upon yesterday. 


Led by C. N. Haskell, of Muskogee 


-vho had been a chief mover in th 
^equoyah proposition, the democrat! 
Jnajoritv of the constitutional conven- 
tion formulated the new code and it 
•was repeatedly charged by the repub- 


lican minority at the time and later 
in the campaign that they had little 
to do with formulating its provisions. 
At one stage of the constitutional con- 
vention most of the republican dele- 
gates who came from Oklahoma terri- 
torr test the convention anJ too.i no 
further part in the proceedings. 


Following the completion of the con- 


stitution the democratic and republic- 
an parties held state conventions 
called in the state as a whole and 
composed of delegates from the new 
counties which had been created by 
the constitutional convention. 


Constitution an Issue. 


The democratic convention went 


squarely on record as favoring the 
adoption of the constitution, praising 
its provisions, and named a full state 
ticket. The 
republican convention, 


while not openly condemning the con- 
stitution, pointed 
out 
the 
alleged 


weaknesses of the code, but in effect 
advispil that the constitution be ac- 
cepted rather than to forco another 
fight for statehood at Washington. 
A stata ticket was 
nominated 
and 


later both panics placed in nomina- 
tion candidates for congress in each 
of the eisht districts, to which the 
staip will be entitled when full state- 
hood 
!<? granted, and also nominees 


for bnth houses of the legislature and 
a complete list of county officers in 
each of the counties. 


When the 
campaign 
opened 
tne 


democrats were placed on the defen- 
sive by the attacks which were made 
against the alleged 
gerrymandering 


tactics of the constitutional conven- 
ion when the counties were mapped 
out and when the congressional and 
s°n»torial apportionments were made. 


President Roosevelt, through Secre- 


tary Taft, intimated that the constitu- 
tion did not suit him, which was taken 
as an indication that even though the 
people might ratify ihe instrument, 
the president might refuse to sign the 
enabling act, which is a ne:ossary part 
o! the granting of statehood. 


Taft Takes a Hand. 


Secretary Taft, in several addresses 


made in Oklahoma and Indian terri- 
tory openly advised the citizens not 
to vote for the constitution, pointing 
o what he termed the dangerously 
adica! features it contained. 
Mr. Bryan followed the trail c£ the 
ecretary of war and took exactly the 
pposite stand, arguing that the con- 
•Station was a long step in advance 
J any other state constitution, and 
ne which should be a model to all 
tates. William E. Mason, of Illinois, 
•as brought into the territory by the 
epublican state committee to reply to 
if. Bryan. 
All of the, candidates for office toon 
art in the campaign, which grew very 
itter in the closing days of the fight. 
National politics played an Important 
:>art inasmuch as two United States 
ena'tors hung in 
the 
balance, and 


ooldng forward to 1908, the electoral 
-ote of the new state was a matter of 
much concern to the national leaders. 


When the statehood bill was up for 


consideration at Washington it was 
admitted that the new state would be 
democratic because of the heavy demo- 
cratic majority on the Indian terntory 
side of the line. The republicans felt 
that Oklahoma was safely republican 
and would grow more so with contin- 
ued immigration from the north and 
east.

The American Concrete Steel com- 


pany has practically completed the 
•work of erecting the magnificent four 
story building at Holman and Clinton 
Streets for the 'General Electric com- 
pany. J. T. Simpson, the president of 
the "construction company, who is here 
this week to look after the closing de- 
tails of the work, said that the build- 
ing in itself was practically finished 
yesterday 
and that his 
concrete 


workers are engaged in extra work, 
such as foundations for the toilers 
ind engines in the power plant and 
other hea.vy machinery. 
They will 


complete this work in a few days, 
when the American 
Concrete Steel 


company will withdraw its forces, to 
he returned here next spring if the 
-company is awarded some contracts 
that it has beea invited to place esti- 
mates upon. 


Building First of Kind. 


The General Electric building was 


the first reinforced concrete building 
to be erected in northern Indiana and 
tKe first erected by the American Con- 
crete Steel company west of Pitts- 
burg. 
This kind of a building is by 


no means an experiment, however, as 
some of the best buildings'in Cincin- 
nati, Philadelphia and New Tork are 
constructed of concrete and steel and 
many more are. to be erected there 
next year. This building is undoubt- 
edly the most handsome, best light- 
ed and ventilated structure in the 
city and President Simpson says it'is 
the best in every other sense of the 
word. It is absolutely fireproof and is 
provided with wide 
stairways and 


elevators and all the safeguards to 


i human life and limb. 


Boosted Wages of Workmen. 


During the early part of the con- 


struction the ,weather was- the worst 
imaginable for such work and it was 
greatly delayed. But as soon as con- 
ditions became more favorable work 
was pushed with a vim and the actual 
time consumed in erecting the build- 
ling was 110 days, ten Teas than the 
contract required. 
Joseph. Shore, of 


Newark, N. J., was the superintend- 
ent of construction. Another cause 
of delay was the scarcity of carpen- 
ters and laborers, but Superintendent 
Shore soon overcame 
this, offering 


better wages than such labor was 
paid elsewhere and he soon had a full 
complement of workmen. This led to 
a general increase in wages through- 
out the city and the men engaged in 
carpenter work and building trade la- 
bor were particularly benefited, in- 
asmuch as the raise given at that 
time is likely to continue indefinitely. 


Millwrights Commence Work. 


An army of millwrights, mechanics 


and plumbers are now engaged in in 
stalling the machinery, placing 
the 


benches and tables 
and otherwise 


making ready for the big force of 
lamp makers who will be employed 
there as soon as the factor}" is equip 
peel. 
The company expects to em 


ploy between 1,000 and 1,500 in this 
sho'p within the next six months. The 
machinery will be brought from Har- 
rison, N. J-, and the shipping and in- 
stallation has already commenced. 


General Features of Work. 


The building has a frontage of 229 


feet on Holman street and 150 feet 
on Clinton street, with a large court 
on the center of the north 
side in 


which are located the power house, 
with its immense cistern and coal bins 
it a grade fifteen or eighteen feet be- 


,ow the level of the first floor of the 
factory building. The main entrances 
are on the Holman street side", one in 
the center which leads to the offices 
on the second story, and one at each 
end of the building. The stairways 
leading to the upper floors from these 
entrances are constructed 
of 
rein- 


forced concrete, with iron railings and 
newels, and the steps are broad, with 
only an eight-inch rise, making them 
easy to climb. There are driveways 
at the north and west side 
of the 


building for the receipt of raw mate- 
rial and the shipment of the finished 
product and fire escapes are placed in 
the northeast and northwest corners. 
Two electrically operated elevators of 
2,500 pounds capacity each will trans- 
fer material from floor to floor through 
shafts whose walls are 
of concrete 


and doors of iron, making them abso- 
lutely fireproof. There are two toilet 
rooms for the employes on each floor, 
one in the southeast and the other in 
the southwest corner, and each con- 
tains white enamelled fixtures, with 
nickel-plated trimmings, slate 
parti- 


tions and cement floors. Directly over 
these toilet rooms on the rcof are two 
15,000 gallon tanks on steel towers, 
which will supply the toilet rooms, 'as 
well as furnish water for the emer- 
gency fire sprinkler 
system, with 


which the entire building is equipped. 
The water for the tanks comes from 
the roof of the big building when it 
rains or snows and is stored in the 
large cistern in the power house. It 
is raised as needed by means of steam 
pumps. 


Best Lighted Shop in City, 


One of the best features 
of rein- 


forced concrete work is the opportu- 
nity it affords for light and ventilation 
without weakening the structure in 
the least. In the construction of the 
General Electric building, 
pilasters 


with double windows between them 
were used, which gave the structure a 
wall area of 65 per cent light. 
The 


window heads are placed at the ceil- 
ing line, giving the light a greater 
range of penetration than could -be 
obtained in any other way. The win- 
dow frames and sash on the west side 
of the building are made of- galvanized 
Jron, to make them fireproof, while 
those on the less exposed parts of the 
building 
are made of wood. 
The 


sash, throughout the 
building are 


glazed with ribbed glass in the upper 
half and plain glass in the lower, in 
order that the employes may see out. 
Except on the stairways and in the 
toilet rooms, the floors are covered 
with heavy 
maple wood, laid on 


sleepers imbedded in concrete, and 
as previously stated, concrete is used 
for the floors in the toilet rooms. The 
roof is constructed of fe!t and gravel, 
put on with hot asphalt pitch, and has 
copper flashings. 


Completed in 110 Days. 


Four hundred and sixty-five car 


loads of material were used in the con- 
struction of this magnificent building. 
Ground was broken March 25th and
